PARADIP PORT EMPLOYEES (GENERAL 

PROVIDENT FUND) REGULATIONS, 1989 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), 
the Bead of Trustees of the Port of Paradip hereby 
make the following regulations namely “Paradip 
jPort Employees (General Provident Fund) Regula¬ 
tions, 1989”, subject to the approval of the Central 
•Government under sub-section (1) of Section 124 
of the said Act— 

1. Short tit'e and commencement 

(a) These regulations may be called the Para¬ 

dip Port Employees (General Provident 
Fund) Regulations, 1989. 

(b) They shall come into force on the date of 

their publication in! the Gazette of India. 

2. Definitions :— 

(1) In these regulations unless the context other¬ 
wise requires ; — 

(a) “Accounts Officer” means the FA & CAO 

of the Boated. 

(b) Board” ail’d “Chairman” shall have the 
same m eanings respectively assigned to 
them in the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963, 

(c) Save as otherwise exptssly provided 
“emoluments” meaiis pay as defined in the 
Fundamental Rules of Government of India 

in the Rules (Regulations, If any, framed 
by the Board whichever may be applicable 
to the subscriber, leave salaiy, subsistence 
grant and any remuneration of the nature 
of pay received in respect of foreign 
service. 

(d) “Employee” means an employee of the 
Board.

(i) In the case of a male subscriber, the wife 

of wives, parents, children, minor bro¬ 
thers, unmarried sisters, deceased son’s 
widow and the children and where no 
parents of the subscriber is alive, a pater¬ 
nal grand parent. Provided that if a 
subscriber, proves that his wife has been 
judicially separated from him or has cea¬ 
sed under the customary law of the com¬ 
munity, to which she belongs to be en¬ 
titled to maintenance, she shall hence¬ 
forth be deemed to be no longer a mem¬ 
ber of the subscriber’s family in matters 
to which these regulations relate, unless 
the subscriber subsequently intimates, 
in writing to the Accounts Officer that 
she shall continue to be recorded. 

(ii) In the case of a female subscriber, the 

husband, parents, children, minor bro¬ 
thers and adopted sisters, deceased son’s 
widow and children and where nn parents 
of the subscriber is alive, a paternal 
grand parent Provided that if a subsi- 
criber bv notice in writing to the Ac¬ 
counts Officer expresses her desire to 
exclude her husband from her family, 
the hushand shall henceforth he deemed 
to be no longer a member of the subs¬ 
criber’s family in matters to which these 
regulations relate, uncless the subscriber 
subsquently cancels such notice in 
writing. 

NOTE : (i) “Child” means a legitimate child and 
includes an adopted child where adoption 
is recognised by the personal law govern¬ 
ing the subscriber. 

(ii) An adopted child ceases to be included in 
the family of the natural father for the pur¬ 
pose of Paradip Port Employees (General 
Provident Fund) Regulations, when, under 
the personal law of the adoptor, adoption is 
legally recognised as conferring the status 
of a natural dhild. 

(f) “From” means the form appended to the 

Regulations. 

(g) “Fund” means the Paradip Port Employees 
General Provident Fund. 

(h) “Head of Department” means the authority 
declared by the Central Government. 

(!) “Head of Office” means the authority so 
declared by the Chairman. 

ij) "Leave” means any kind of leave under 
C.C.S. (Leave) Rules, 1972 or Re¬ 
gulations as may be framed by Paradip 
Port Trust under Section 28 of the Major 
Port Trusts Act, 1963, whichever may bo 
applicable to the subscriber. 

(k) ‘'Year” means a financial year. 

(l) Any other expression used in these Regu¬ 

lations which is defined either in the 
Provident Fund Act, 1925 (19 of 
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1925) or in the Fundamtntal Rules of 
Central Government or any other rules| re¬ 
gulations applicable to the subscriber shall 
have the same meanings respectively as¬ 
signed to them in such Act, Rules or 
Regulations. 

3. Constitution of Fund :— 


(1) The fund shall be administered by the 
Board of Trustees and maintained in 
rupees. 

4. Conditions of eligibility :— 

(1) All temporary employees after a continuous 
service of one year, all re-employed pen¬ 
sioners (other than those eligible for ad¬ 
mission to the contribtuory Provident 
Fund) and all Permanent employees shall 
subscribe to the fund. 


(2) The temporary employee, before Comple¬ 
tion of continuous .service of one year, may 

subscribe to the fund, if so desires. 

(3) Employees who are subscribers to CPF shall 
not be eligible to subscribe to G.P.F. 

(4) The employee shall submit nomination in 
the prescribed form-IT (in triplicate) to the 
Head of Office. 

(5) Hie Head of Office shall send a statement 
in duplicate to the Accounts Officer in the 
Form-I alongwith Nomination Forms in 
triplicate on the 15th of every month. 

(6) The Accounts Officer . after allotment of 
G.P.F. Number shall retain one copy of 
the statement (Form-I) and Nomination 
Form and return other copies of Form-1 
and II to Head of Office. Thereafter, one 
copy of nomination in Fotm-II. shall be 
pasted in the first page of Service Book! 
Service Roll of the subscriber & another 
copy shall be returned to the subscriber, 
under receipt. 

5. Transfer of balances :— 

On the commencement of these Regulations, 
the balance standing to the credit of arl 
employeee in the G.P.F. constituted under 
the G.P.F. Rules, 1960, for such employee 
shall be credited to the account of the 
employee under the Fund constituted under 
these Regulations. 

6. Nominations :— 


^ The subscriber shall at the time of ioim 
the Fund, send to the Accounts Offic 
through the Head of Office conferring i 
one or more persons the right to rcCei 
the amount that may stand to his Cre< 
fn the Fund in the event of his death, fc 
fore that amount has become payable

Provided that a subscriber who has family 
at the time of making the nomination 
snail make such nomination only in 
favour of a member or members of 

his farmlv 


Provided further that the nominatiou made 
by the subscriber in respect of any 
other Provident Fund to which he was 
subscribing before joining the Fund 
shall, if the amount to his credit in 
such other fund has been transferred 
to his credition the Fund, be deemed 
to be a nomination duly made under 
these Regulations until he makes a 
nomination in accordance with these 
Regulations. 

(2) If a subscriber nominates more lhan one 
person under sub-regulations (1) he shall 
specify in the nomination the amount nr 
share payable to each of the nominees in 
such manner as to cover the whole of the 
amount that may stand to his credit in tbe 
Fund at any time. 

(3) Every nomination shall be mode in the 
Form-II appended to these Regulations. 

(4) A subscriber may at any time cancel a no¬ 
mination by sending a notice in writing lo 
the Accounts Officer. The subscriber shall 
alongwith such notice or separately, send a 
fresh nomination made in accordance with 
the provisions of these Regulations. 

(5) A subscriber may provide in a nomination- 

fa) In respedt of any specified nominee, that 
in the event of his predeceasing the sub¬ 
scriber, the right conferred upon that 
nominee shall pass to such other person 
or persons as may be specified in the 
nomination, provided that such other 
person or persons shall if the subscriber 
has other members of his family, be such 
other member or members. Where 
subscriber confers such a right on more 
than one person under this clause, he 
shall specify the amount or share payable 
to each of such persons in such a manner 
as to cover the whole of the amount pay¬ 
able lo the nominee [nominees. 

(b) that the nomination shall h ecome invalid 
in the event of the happening of a con¬ 
tingency specified therein : 

Provided that if at the time of making no¬ 
mination, the subscriber has only one 
member of the family, he'she shall 
provide in the nomination that the 
right conferred upon the alternate no¬ 
minee under Clause (a) shall become 
invalid in the event of hislher subse- 
ouently acquiring other member or 
members in hTs'ber family. 

(6) Immediately on the death of a nominee G 
respect o® whom no ‘oechri, promVon has

(a) of Sub-regulation (5) or op the occur¬ 
rence of any event bv the rra cr m of mhMi 
the nomination become^ invalid in pur¬ 
suance of Clause (b) of sub-regulation f 5) 
of the proviso thereto, the. subscriber shall 
send to the Accounts Officer a notice in 
writing cancelling the nomination, together 
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with a fresh nomination made in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of this Regula¬ 
tion. 

(7) Every nomination made, and every notice 
o. cancellation given by a subscriber shall 
to the extent that it :is valid, take effect 
on the date on which it is received by the 
Account ' Officer. 

(8) In case where no nomination exists in favour 
of tije widow of the subscriber, the title of 
the widow be. the claim in respect of the 
fund deposit or her former husband is 
not affected by her subsquent marriage. 

( 9 ) If a subscriber has no family, or has no 
other person, excepting the nominee consti¬ 
tuting his family as defined in the regula¬ 
tions, the person to whom the right of the 
nomine should pass named in the last 
column can, of cource, be some one other 
than a member of his family. 

(10) A subscriber, even after retirement [dis¬ 
charge etc. can change the nomination 
already made by him while in service, so, 
long as the amount of the cerdit of the 
subscriber is not actually paid, provided the 
changes or revised nomination are made 
and notified in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the relevant General Provident. 
Fund Regulations. 

(.11) The nomination for Provident Fund sub¬ 
mitted to the Head of Office, well before 
the death of the subscriber, should be trea¬ 
ted as valid nomination, notwithstanding 
the fact, that it did not reach the Accounts 
Officer before the death of the subscriber. 

(12) (i) In the event of the subscriber’s death, 
the nominee though has right to receive the 
Provident Fund money, he] she shall have 
no right to authorise any body else to rece¬ 
ive the said money. 

(11) It is always open to the heris under the 
personal law applicable to the deceased 
subscriber to claim their share of Provi¬ 
dent Fund Money. As such, if any Court 
of law decrees that payment should be 
made to persons other than the nomi- 
nee(s), before actual payment has been 
made to the nominee(s), the orders of the 
court will be complied with irrespective of 
the fact whether nomination is valid or 
not. 

NOTE 

(a) Provident Fund amount should not be paid 
to the nominee in a case which is known 
to be sub judice. 

(b) In a case where there is a possibility of a suit 

being filed, the concerned Head of Depart¬ 
ment shall write to the party intending to 
file a suit that Port Trust intends to make 
payment within a certain number of days 1 
and ’ 

(c) After the orders have been passed by a lower 
Court if certain parties intend to go in appeal 


against the judgement of. a such court, the 
concerned Head of Department should write 
to the party which has lost the ca .e that if, 
within u stated reasonable period, chut party 
does not obtain a stay order lrom the Court, 
payment shall be made. 

(d) The concerned Head of Department should 
take action in all the three types of cases 
mentioned above, so long as tne application 
for final payment i, not lorwarded to the 
Accounts Officer. After the application has 
been forwarded, the responsibility rests both 
with Accounts Officer and the concerned 
Head of Department and whoever receives 
any imoimation should pass it on to the 
other. 

7. Subscriber’s Account:— 

An account shall be opened in the name of each 
subscriber in which shall be shown— 

(ij his subscriptions; 

(ii) interest, as provided by Regulation 12, on 
subscriptions; 

(hi) advances and withdrawals from the fund; 
(iv) refund of advance to the Fund. 

NOTE :— 

The General Provident Fund Account number 
allotted to the subscriber should be entered 
on the right hand top of Page-I of his Service 
BookjServicc Roll by means of a rubber 
stamp. 

8. Conditions of Subscriptions :— 

(1) A subscriber shall subscribe monthly to the 
Fund except during the period when he is 
under suspension ; 

Provided that a subscriber may, at his 
option, not subscribe during leave which 
either does not carry any leave salary or 
carries leave salary equal to or less than half 
pay: 

Provided further that a subscriber on re¬ 
instatement after a period passed under sus¬ 
pension shall be allowed the option of paying 
in one lump sum, or in instalments, any sum 
not exceeding the maximum amount of arrear 
: ubscriptions payable for that period. 

NOTE :— 

A subscriber need not subscribe during a 
period treated as dies non. 

(2) The subscriber shall intimate his option not 
to subscribe during the leave referred to in 
the first provi.o to sub-regulation (1) in the 
following manner ;— 

(a) if he is an officer, by written communica¬ 
tion to the Accounts Officer before he 
proceeds on leave; 

(b) if he is not an Officer, by written com¬ 
munication to the Head of his Office 
beior e he proceeds on leave. Failure to 
make due and timely intimation shall be 
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dectned to constitute tin election to sub¬ 
scribe. The option of a subscriber intimated 
undtr this Sub-regulation shall be final. 


(3) A .subscriber who lias under regulation 20, 
withdrawn the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund shall not subscribe to the Fund 
after such withdrawal unless he returns to 
duty. 

(4) Not withstanding anytnmg contamea in sub- 
regulation (1), a subscriber shall not sub¬ 
scribe to the Fund for the month in which 
he quits service unless, before the commence¬ 
ment of the said month, he communicates 
to the Head of Office in writing his option 
to : ubscribe for the said month. 

(51 An employee due to retire in superannuation 
shall be exempted from making any subscrip¬ 
tion to the G.P.F. during the last three 
months of his service. The discontinuance 
of subscription would be compulsory and 
not optional. 

(6) An employee, if he so desired, may deposit 
the whole or part of the amount of Bonus, 
Interim Relief etc. in his G.P.F. Account. 

9. Rates of subscription :— 

(1) The amount of the susbeription shall be fixed 
by the subscriber himself subject to the following 
conditions, namely:— 

(a) It shall be expressed in whole rupees; 

(b) It may be any sum, so expressed not less 
than 6 per .cent of his emoluments and not 
more than his total emoluments; 

f c) When an employee elects to subscribe at the 
minimum rate of 6 per cent, the fraction of 
a rupee will b© rounded to the nearest whole 
rupee, 50 p. counting on the next higher 
rupee. 

(2) For the purpose of sub-regulatfon (1), the 
emoluments of a subscriber shall be— 

(a) in the case of a subscriber who was in Board’s 
service on the 31st March of the preceding 
year, the emoluments to which he was entitled 
on that date: 

Provided that— 

(i) If the subscriber was on leave on the said 
date and elected not to subscribe during 
such leave or was under suspension on 
the said date, his emoluments shall be 
the emoluments (o which he was entitled 
on the first day after his return to duty: 

(ii) if the subscriber was on deputation out 
of India on the said date or wa? on leave 
on the said date and continues to be on 
leave and has elected to subscribe during 
:;uch leave, his emoluments shall be the 
emoluments to which he would have been 
entitled, had he been on duty in India, 


(b) In the case of a subscriber who was not in 
Board’s service on the 31 si Marfch of the 
preceding year, the emoluments to which 
he was entitled on the day he joins the 
Fund. 

(3) The subscriber shall intimate the fixation of 
lhe amount of his monthly sub cription in each year 
in the following manner :— 

(a) If he was on duty on tfie. 31st March of 
the preceding year, bv ihe deduction which 
lid makes in th)s behalf from his pay bill for 
that month; 

(b) If he was on leave on 31st March of the 
preceding year, and elected not to subscribe 
during such leuve or was under suspension 
on that date, by the deduction which he 
makes in this behalf from his first pay bill 
after his Return to duty; 

(c) If he has entered Board's service for the first 
time during the year, by the deduction which 
he makes in this behalf, from his pay bill 
for the month during which he joins the 
Fund; 

(d) If he was on leave on the 31st March of the 
preceding year, and continues to be on leave 
and has elected) to subscribe daring such 
leave, by the deduction which causes to be 
made in this behalf from his pay bill for that 
month; 

(c) If he was on foreign service on the 31st 
March of the preceding year, by the amount 
credited by him into, th© Board's account on 
account of subscription for the month of 
April in the current year. 

(4) The amount of subscription so fixed may be— 

(a) reduced once at any time during the course 
of the year; 

(b) enhanced twice during the course of the 
year; or 

(c) reduced and enhanced as aforesaid : 

Provided that when the amount of sub¬ 
scription is so reduced, it shall not be less 
than the minimum prescribed in sub¬ 
regulation (1): 

Provided further that if a subscriber is on 
leave without pay or leave on half pay for 
a part of a calendar month and he has elected 
not to subscribe during such leave, the 
amount of subscription payable shall be pro¬ 
portionate to the number of days spent on 
duty including leave, if any, other than those 
referred to above. 

10. Transfer to foreign service or deputation out 
of India— 

When a sub criber is transferred to foreign service 
or sent on deputation out of India, lie shall 
same manner as if he were not so transferred or sent 
on deputation. 
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11. Realisation of subscription— 

(1) When emoluments are drawn in India recovery 
of subscriptions oh account cut these emoluments and 
of the principal '& interest of advance shall be maae 
trom the emoluments themselves. 

(2) When emoluments are drawn from any other 
source, the subscrioej shah forward his dues monthly 
to the Accounts Officer : 

Provided that in the case of a subscriber oil depu¬ 
tation to a body corporae, owned or controlled by 
Government, the subscriptions shall be recovered and 
forwarded to the Accounts Officer, by such body. 

(3) If a-subscriber fails to subscribe with effect from 
the date on which he is required to join the Fund or 
is on default,in any mopth or months during the course 
of a year otherwise than is provided in Rule 8, the 
total amount due to the Fund on account of arrears 
of subscriptions shall, with interest thereon at the rate 
provided m Regulation 12, forthwith be paid by the 
subscriber to the Fund or in default be ordered by the 
Accounts Officer to be recovered by deduction irom 
the emoluments of the subscribe^ oy instalment* or 
otherwise, as may be directed by the authority com¬ 
petent to sanction an advance for the grant of which 
special reasons arc required under sub-regulation (2) 
of Regulation 13 : 

Provided that subscribers whose deposits in the Fund 
carry no interest shall not be required to pay any 
interest : 

.Provided fUrther that in case of an amount lot- 
warded in accordance With the proviso to sub-regula¬ 
tion (2) of this regulation, the date of deposit shall 
be deemed to be the 1st day of that month if received 
by the Accounts Officer before the fifteenth day of 
that tnonffi : 

12. Interest : 

(1) Subject to provisions of sub-regulation (5) of 
this regulation, the Board shall pay to the credit of 
the account of a subscriber interest at such rate as 
may be determined for each year according to the 
method of calculation prescribed from time to time by 
the Board : , ; 

Provided that, if the rate of interest determined for 
a year is less tfaap 4 per cent, all subscriber to the 
fund in the year preceding that for which the rate 
has for the first time been fixed at less than 4 per cent 
shall be allowed interest at 4 per cent: 

Provided further that a subscriber who was pre¬ 
viously subscribing to any other Provcident Fund of 
the Central Government and whose subscriptions, to¬ 
gether with interest thereon, have been transferred to 
his credit in his Fund under Regulation 23, shall also 
be allowed interest at 4 per cent, if he had been re¬ 
ceiving that rate of interest under the rules of such 
other Fund provision similar to that of the first proviso 
to this Regulation, 


any sums withdrawn during the current 
year-linterest for twelve months; 

(iii) On sums withdrawn during the current year- 
interest from the beginmg of the current 
year upto the last day of the month 
preceding the month of withdrawal; 

(iii) On all the sums credited to the subscriber's 
account after the last day of the preceding 
year-uitcrest from the date of deposit upto 
i he'end of current year; 

(,iv) The total amount of interest shall be round¬ 
ed to the nearest whole rupee (fifty .poise 
counting as next higher rupee) : 

Provided that when the amount standing 
to the credit of a subscriber, has become 
payable interest shall there upon be credti- 
ed under this regulation in respect only of 
the period from the begining of the current 
year or from the date of deposit as the case 
may be upto the date on which the amount 
standing to the credit of the subscriber be¬ 
come payable. 

(3) In this regulation, die date of deposit shall in 
the case of recoveries from emoluments be diemed 
to be the first day of the-month in width it is Re¬ 
covered, and in the case t)f amounts forwarded by the 
subscriber, shall be deemed to be the first day of the 
month of receipt, if it is received by the Accounts 
Officer before the fifth day of that month, but if it is 
received on or after the fifth day of that month, the 
first day of the next succeeding month : 

Provided that where there has been dUlay in the 
drawal of pay or leave salary and allowances of a 
subscriber and consequendy die recovery of his sub¬ 
scription towards the Fund, the interest on Such sub- 
scripdons shall be payable from the month in which 
the pay or leave salary of the subscriber was due 
under the regulations, irrespective of 'the month in 
which it was actually drawn : 

Provided further that in case of an amount forward¬ 
ed in accordance with the proviso to sub-regulation 
(2) of regulation 11, the date of deposit shall be 
deemed to be the first day of the tnoiith if it is re¬ 
ceived by the Accounts Officer before the fifteenth 
day of that month : 

Provided further that where the emoluments for a 
month are drawn and disbursed'on the last Working 
day of the same month the date of deposit shall, in 
the case of recovery of hR subscriptions, be deemed 
to be the first day of the succeeding month. 

(4) In addition to any amount to be paid Under 
Regulations 19, 20 or 21 interest thereon upto end 
of the month preceding that in which the payment 
is made, or upto the end of the sixth month filter the 
month in which such amount, become payable which¬ 
ever of these periods be less, shall be payable to the 
person to whom such amount is to be paid. 


(2) Interest shall be credited with effect from last 
day in each year in the following maimer :— 

(i) On the amoufit to. the credit of a subscriber 
on the last day of the preceding year, less 


Provided that where the Accounts Officer has inti¬ 
mated to .that person (or his agent) a date on which 
he is prepared to make payment in cash or has post¬ 
ed a Cheque in payment to that person, intetest shall 
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be payable only upto the end of the month preceding 
the date so intimated, or the date of posting the 
Cheque as the case may be : 

Provided further that where a subscriber on de¬ 
putation to a body corporate, owned or controlled by 
the Government or an autonomous organisation re¬ 
gistered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 
(21 of i860) is subsequently absorbed in such body 
corporate or organisation with effect from a retrospec¬ 
tive date, for the purpose of calculating the interest 

due.on he Fund accumulations of the 

subscriber, the date of issue of the orders regarding 
absorption shal be deemed to be the date on which 
the amount to the credit of the subscriber became 
payable subject however, to the condition that the 
amount recovered as subscriptions during the period 
commencing from the date of absorption and ending 
with the date of issue of order of absorption shall be 
deemed to be subscription to the Fund only or the 
purpose of awarding interest under this sub-regulation 

Note : Payment of interest on the Fund balance be¬ 
yond a period of a six months upto a period of one 
year may b authorised by the Accounts Officer after 
he has. personally satisfied himself that the delay in 
payment was occasioned by circumstances beyond 
the control of the subscriber or the person to whom 
such payment was to be made and In every such case 
the administrative delay involved in the matter shall 
be fully investigated and action if any required, taken. 

(5) Interest shall not be credited to the account of 
a subscriber if he informs the Accounts Officer that 
he does not wish to receive it; but if he subsequently 
asks for interest, it shall be credited with effect from 
the first day of the year in which he asked for it. 

(6) The merest on amounts which under sub-regu¬ 
lation (3) of Regulation 11, Regulation 19 or Regu¬ 
lation 20 are replaced to the credit of the subscriber 
in the Fund, shall be calculated at such rate as may 
be successively prescribed under sub-regulation (1) of 
this regulation and so far as may be in the manner 
described in this regulations. 

(7) The rates of interest percent per annum as noti¬ 
fied by the comptroller & Auditor General of India 
every year shall be adooted for calculation of interest 

under these Regulations, 

(8) When subscriber retires on the last working day 
of a month, the period of six months for the purpose 
of Regulation 12 (4) ibid should bo counted after 
excluding fire immediate succeeding month, that is to 
say, for instance, when a subscriber’s last day of ser¬ 
vice is the 31st of May, the period of six months 
should be computed from July to December. 

(9) When a subscriber dies in the forenoon of the 
last day of a month before retirement, the period of 
six months for the purposes of Reguation 12(4) ibid, 
should be reckoned from the second month following 
the month in which he dies. 

13. Advance from the Fund :— 

(1) .The appropriate sanctioning authority may 
sanction the payment to any subscriber of an advance 
consisting of a sum of whole rupees and not exceed¬ 
ing an amount three months’ pay or half the amount 
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standing to his credit in the Fund, whichever is less, 
for one or more of the following purposes :— 

(a) to pay expenses in connection with the ill¬ 
ness, confinement or a disability including 
where necessary, the tarveiling expenses of 
the subscriber and members of his family or 
any person actually dependent on him; 

(b) to meet cost of higher education, including 
where necessary, the artviliing expenses of 
the subscriber and members of his family 
or any person actually dependent on him 
in the following cases, namely :— 

(i) for education outside India for academic, 
technical, professional or vocational 
course beyond the High School stage; and 

(iii) for any medical, engineering or other 
technical or specialised course in India 
beyond the High School stage, provided 
that the course of study is for not less 
than three years; 

(c) to pay obligatory expenses on a scale ap¬ 
propriate to the subscriber’s status which by 
customary usage the subscriber has to incur 
in connection with betrothal or marriages, 
funerals or other ceremonies; 

(d) to meet cost of legal proceeding institu¬ 
ted by or against the subscriber, any mem¬ 
ber of his family or any person actually de¬ 
pendent upon him, the advance in this case 
being available in addition to any advance 
admissible for the same purpose from any 
other Government source. 

(e) to meet the cost of- the subscriber’s deference 

where lie engage a legal practitioner to de¬ 
fend himself in an enquiry in respect of 
any alleged official misconduct on his part. 

(?) to meet the cost of plot and|or construction 
of a house or flat for his residence or to 
make any payment towards the allotment of 
plot and|or flat by a Govt. Development 
Authority or a State Housing Board or a 
Registered House Building Co-operative 
Society, under relevant co-operative Act. 

(1-A) The Chairman may, in special circumstances, 
l- an cl ton the payment to any subscriber of an advance 
if lie is satisfied that the subscriber concerned re¬ 
quires the advance for reasons other than those men¬ 
tioned in Sub-regulation (1). 

(2) An advance shall not, except for special reasons 
to be recorded in writing, be granted to any sub¬ 
scriber in excess of the limit laid down in sub-regula¬ 
tion (1) or until repayment of the last instalment of 
any previous advance. 

(3) When an advance is sanctioned under sub¬ 
regulation (2) before repayment of last instalment of 
any previous advance is completed the balance of any 
previous advance not recovered shall be added to the 
advance so saneroued and the instalments for re¬ 
covery shall be fixed with reference to the consoli¬ 
dated amount. 
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NOTE :—1. An advance . under this Regulation may 
be sanctioned for the following purpose also: 

(a) First Annual Sradh ceremony of a person 
who prior to his | her death was a member 
of the subscriber’s family or was dependent 
upon him [her. 

(b) Betrothal. Marriage ceremony of the sub¬ 
scriber or his sons or daughters or any other 
female relation actually dependent on him. 

(c) Purchase of a Car|Motor CyclejScooter 

moped. 

2. For the purpose of this Regulation '“Pay” includ¬ 
es pay, dearness pay where admissible. 

3. The appropriate sanctioning authority shall be 
the authority that may be authorised by the Chairman. 

4. A subscriber shall be permitted to take an ad¬ 
vance once in every six months under item (b) of 
sub-regulation (1) of regulation 13. 

5. The courses o*f tsudy to be treated as technical 1 
specialised for the miroose of item (b) (ii) of sub- 
regnlation (1) of Regulation 13. shall be as under:

(ad) Payment of initial charges for admission to 
the National Defence Academy, Khadakva- 
sla. will also qualify for advances or final 
withdrawals. 

(6) Advancesffinal withdrawals to the subscriber 
shall be sanctioned by the Chairman in relaxation of 
rule as follows : 

(i) Advance for purposes other than those 
specified under Regulation-13 to the ex¬ 
tent of 90 per cent of the balance of the 
G.P.F. accumulations at the credit of the 
subscriber; and 
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(g) Withdrawal upto 90 per cent of balance of 
accumulation at tha credit of the subscriber 
subject to other conditions prescribed under 
regulation 16 and 17 in this regard. 

14. Recovery of Advance :— 

(1) Aq^ advance shall be recovered from the 
subscriber in such number of equal monthly 
instalments as the sanctioning authority may 
direct; but such number shall not be less 
than twelve unless the subscriber so elects 
and more than twentyfour. In special 
cases where the amount of advance exceeds 
three month’s pay of the subscriber under 
sub-Regulfttion (2) of Regulation 13, the 
sanctioning authority may fix such number 
of Instalments to be more than twentyfour 
but in no case more than thhtysix. A 
subscriber inay, -at his option, repay more 
than one instalment in a month. Each in¬ 
stalment shall be a number of Whole rupee, 
the amount of the advance being raised or 
reduced, if necessary, to admit of the fixa¬ 
tion of such instalments. 

(2) Recovery shall be made in the manner pres¬ 
cribed! rn Regulation 11 for the realisation 
of subscriptions, and shall commence with 
the issue of pay for the month following 
the one in which the advance was drawn. 
Recovery shall not be made, except with 
the subscriber’s consent while in receipt of 
subsistence grant or is on leave for days or 
more in a calendar month which cither 
does not carry any leave salary or carries 
leave salary equaly to or less than half pay 
or half average pay, as the case may be 
Tile recovery may be postponed, on the 
subscffBbr’s written request, by the sanc¬ 
tioning authority during recovery of an ad¬ 
vance of pay granted to the subscriber. 

(3) Tf an advance has been granted to a subs¬ 
criber and drawn by hi mand the advance is 
subsequently disallowed before repayment 
is completed, the whole or balance of the 
amount withdrawn Shall forthwith be repaid 
by the subscriber to the Fund, or in default, 
be ordered by the Accounts Officer to be 
recovered by deduction from the emolur 
merits of the subscriber in a lump sum or 
in monthly instalments got exceeding 
twelve as may be directed by the authority 
competent to sanction an advance for the 
grant of which, special reasons are required 
under sub-regulation (2) of regulation 13. 

Provided that, before such advance is disallowed, 
the subscriber shall be given an opportunity to ex¬ 
plain to the sanctioning authority in writing and 
within fifteen days of the receipt of the communica¬ 
tion why the repayment shall not be enforced and if 
an explanation is submitted by the subscriber within 
the said period of fifteen days, it shall be referred to 
the Chairman for decision and if no explanation 
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within the said- period is sttbetitted by hftn, the repay¬ 
ment of the advance shall be enforced in the manner 
prescribed in this sub-regulation. 

(4) Recoveries made under this regulation shall 
be credited as they arc made to the subscriber’s ac¬ 
count in the Fund. 

15. Wrongful use of advance :— 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these Regu¬ 
lations, if the sanctioning authority has reason to 
doubt that money drawn as an advance from the 
Fund under Regulation 13 has been utilised for a 
purpose other than that for which sanction was given 
to the drawal of the money, he shall communicate to 
the subscriber the reasons for his doubt and require 
him to explain in writing and within fifteen clays of 
tils receipt of such communication whether the ad¬ 
vance has been utilised for the purpose for which 
sanction was given to the drawal of the money. If the 
sanctioning authority is not satisfied with the explana¬ 
tion furnished by the subscriber within the said period 
of fifteen days, the sanctioning authority shall direct 
the subscriber to repay the amount in question to the 
Fund forthwith or, in default,, order the amount to be 
recovered by deduction in one sum from the emolu¬ 
ments of the subscriber even if he be on leave. Tf, 
however, the total amount to be repaid be more than 
half the subscriber’s emoluments, recoveries shall he 
made in monthly instalments of moieties of his emolu¬ 
ments till the entire amount is repaid by him. 

NOTE The term “emoluments” in the regulation 
does not include subsistence grant. 

16. Withdrawal from the Fund : 

fl) Subject to the conditions specified therein, 
withdrawals may be sanctioned by the authorities 
competent to sanction advance for special reasons 
under sub-regulation f2) of Regulation 13, at any 
time — 

CA) after the completion of twenty years of ser¬ 
vice (including broken periods of service, il 
any) of a subscriber or within ten years 
before the date of his retirement or super¬ 
annuation, whichever is earlier, from the 
amount standing to his credit In the Fund, 
for one or more of the following purposes, 
namely — 

fa) meeiing the co t of higher education, in¬ 
cluding where necessarv the travelline 
expenses of the subscriber or any child 
of the subscriber in the following eases, 
namely,— 

fi) for education outside India for aca¬ 
demic. technical, professional or voca¬ 
tional course beyond the High School 
stage, and 

(ii) for any medical, engineering or other 
technical or .specialised course in India 
beyond the High School stage ; 

(b) ineetine the expenditure in connection with 
the betrothal [marriage of. the subscriber 
or his sons or daughters and any other 
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female relation actually dependent on 
him ; 

(c) meeting the expenses in connection with 
the iJhie s, including where, necessary, 
the travelling expenses, pf the subscriber 
and members of his family or any person 
actually dependent on him ; 

''v 

(B) aftet the completion of (ten years) of ser¬ 
vice (including broken period of service, if 
any) of a subscriber or within ten years 
before the date of his retirement on super¬ 
annuation, whichever is earlier, from the 
amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
for one or more of the following purposes, 
namely,— 

(a) building or acquiring a suitable house or 
readybuilt flat for his residence including 
the cost of th c . site ; 

(b) repaying an outstanding amount, on account 
of loan expressly taken for building or 
acquiring a suitable house or ready built 
flat for his residence; 

(c) purchasing a house-site for building a 
house thereon for bis residence or re¬ 
paying any outstanding amount on account 
of loan expressly taken for this purpose; 

(d) teconstructing or making additions or 
alternations to a bouse or a flat already 
owned or acquired by a subscriber; 

(e) renovating, addition or alteration', cr 
upkeep of an ancestral house at a place 
other than the place of duty or to a 
house built with the assistance of loan 
from Government at place other than the 
place of duty; 

(f) constructing a house on a site purchased 
under clause (c). 

(C) within six months before the date of the 
subscriber’s retirement., from the amount 
standing to his credit in the Fund for the 
purpose of acquiring a farm land or busi¬ 
ness premises or both 

NOTE-1 A subscriber who has availed him¬ 
self of a loan under the PPT House building loan 
scheme for house building purpose, or has been allowed 
any assistance in this regard from any other Govern¬ 
ment source, shall be eligible for the grant of final 
withdrawal under sub-clauses (a), (c), (d) and 
(f). of clause (4) of this regulation for the purposes 
specified therein and also for ihc purposes of repav- 
ment of any Joan taken under the aforesaid scheme 
subject to the limit specjfigd in the proviso to sub- 
regulation f 1) of Regulation 17. 

If a subscriber has an ancestral - bouse or built a 
house at a place other than the place of his duty 
with the a si,stance of Joan takefi from the Board he 
shall be eligible for the grant of a final withdrawal 
under sub-clauses (a), (c) and (f) of clause 
(B) for purchase of a house site or for construction 
of another house or for acquiring a ready-built flat 
at the place of his duty. 
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NOfrE-2 ;—-Withdrawal under sub-clauses (a),(d), 
(e) or (f) of clause (B) shall be sanctioned only after 
a subscriber has submitted a plan of the house to be 
constructed oc oi the additions or alterations to be 
made, duly approxcd by the local municipal body of 
the urea where the site or house is situated and only 
in case where the plan is actually got to be approved, 

NOTE-3 :—The amount of withdrawal sanctioned 
under sub-clause (B) of clause (B) shall not exceed 
3|4th of the balance on date of application together 
with the amount of previous withdrawal under sub¬ 
clause (a), reduced by the amount of previous with¬ 
drawal, The formula to be followed is :3j4th of (the 
balance as 1 on date plus amount of previous with- 
dravval(s) for the house in question) minus the 
amount of Lhe previous withdrawals)., 

NOTE-4 ;—Withdrawal under subfclause (a) or 

(d) of clause (B) shall also be allowed where the 
liou.se site oi house is in the name of wife or husband 
provided she or he is the first nominee to receive 
Provident Fund money in the momination made by 
the subscriber. 

NOTE-5 -Only one withdrawal shall be allowed 
for the :ame purpose under this. Regulation. But 
marriage or education of different children or illness 
on different occasions or a further addition or altera¬ 
tion to a house or flat covered by fresh Dlan duly 
approved by the local municipal body of the area 
where the house or flat is situated shall not be treated 
as the same purpose. Second or subsequent withdrawal 
under sub-clause (a) of (f) of clause (B) for comple¬ 
tion of the same house shall be allowed up to the 
limit laid down under Note 3. 

NOTE-6 :—A withdrawal under this regulation 
shall not be sanctioned if an advance under Regula¬ 
tion 13 is being sanctioned for the same purpose and 
at the same time. 

NOTE-7 :—Courses of study for which withdrawals 
may be given under sub-clause (a) of clause (A) of 
sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 16, shall be as 
specified under Note (5) below Regulation-13. 

17. Condition; for withdrawal:— 

(1) Any sum withdrawn by a subscriber at any 
one lime for one or more of the purposes specified in 
regulation 16 from the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund: shall not ordinarily exceed one-half of 
such amount or six month’s pay, whichever, is less. 
The sanctioning authority may, however, sanction the 
withdrawal of an amount in excess of this limit unto 
3 4th of the balance at his credit in the Fund having 
due regard to (i) the object for which the withdrawal 
is being made,. (ii) the status of the ■ ubscribcr, and 
(Hi) the amount 1o his credit Jn the Fund. 

(2) A subscribei who has been permitted to with¬ 
draw money from th L . Fund under Regulation 16 shall 
satsify the sanctioning authority within a reasonable 
period as may be Jpecified by that authority that the 
money has been utilised for the purpose for which it 
v/as withdrawn, and if he fails to do so. the .whple of 
the sum so withdrawn or so much thereof as 1 has not 
been applied for the purpose for which it was with¬ 
drawn shall forthwith be repaid in one lump sum by 
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the subscriber to the Fund and in default of such pay¬ 
ment, it shall be ordered by the sanctioning autho¬ 
rity to be recovered from his emoluments either 
in a lump sum or in such number of monthly instal¬ 
ments as may be determined by the Chairman. 

Provided that, before repayment of a withdrawal 
is enforced under this sub-regualtion, the subscriber 
shall be given an opportunity to explain in writing 
and within fifteen days of the receipt of the com¬ 
munication why the repayment Tall not be enforced; 
and if the sanctioning authority is not satisfied with 
the explanation or no explanation is submitted by the 
subscriber within the said period of fifteen days, the 
sanctioning authority shall enforce the repayment in 
the manner prescribed in this sub-regulation. 

(3) A subscriber who has been permitted under 
sub-clause (a), (b) and (c) of clause (B) of sub- 
regulation (1) of Regulation 16 to withdraw money 
from the amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
shall not part with the posse:sion of the house built 
or acquired or house-side purchased by way of sale, 
mortgage (other than mortgage to the Board) or gift 
without the previous permission of the Chairman. He 
shall also not part with the possession of sub house 
or house-site by way of exchange or lease for a term 
exceeding three years without previous permission of 
the Chairman. The subscriber shall submit a declara¬ 
tion not later than the 31st day of December of every 
year to the effect as to whether the house or house- 
site, as the case may be, continues to be in his 
possession or has been mortgaged or otherwise trans¬ 
ferred and shall, if so required, produce before the 
Chairman on or before the date specified by that 
authority in that behalf, the original sale deed and 
other documents on which his title to the property is 
based. 

(4) Tf at anytime before his retirement the subscribci 
parts with the po 1 session of the house or uhose-site 
witout obtaining the previous permission of the Chair¬ 
man. the sums withdrawn by him shall forthwith be 
repaid in one lump sum to the Fund and. in default of 
such repayment, it shall be ordered by the sanctioning 
authority to be recovered from his emoluments either 
in a lump sum or in such number of monthly instal¬ 
ments as may be determined by the Chairman. 

NOTE 

1. An advance & final withdrawal for the same 
purpose should not be sanctioned together. In oihn - 
wovds a person should be granted either an advance 
oi a final witdvawal for a particular purposes subject 
io the conditions mentioned in Regulation-16. Further 
the advance which i subsequently converted into final 
withdrawal should be treated as final withdrawal under 
Regulation-16; that is to say, if a person has got an 
advance converted into final withdrawal under Regu¬ 
lation 18, he should not be allowed another final with¬ 
drawal for the same purpose under Regulation-16. This 
princinlc shall also apply to advance under 
Regulation-! 3 (b). 

2. A subscriber shall be permitted to make final 
withdrawal both on the occasion of the betrothal cere¬ 
mony and an marriage ceremony. Each occasion shall 
be treated as separate for the purpose of Regulation 


17(1) of there Regulations, This principle -hall also 
apply to advances for marriage under Clause (c) of 
Regulation 13(1). 

3. A ,'ubscriber should not be granted a second 
withdrawal for house building purpose at any place if 
he has already been granted a final withdrawal for 
similar purposes at the same place or another place. 
In other words, final withdrawal should not be allowed 
for mure than one house. 

4. Final withdrawals upto 90 per cent of the amount 
at the credit of the subscriber s hall be sanctioned by 
the Chairman. 

18, Conversion of an advance into a withdrawal; 

A subscriber who has already drawn or may draw 

in future an advance under Regulation-13 for any of 
the purposes specified in sub-regualtion (l) of 
Regulation 16 muy convert at his discretion by written 
request to the Accounts Officer through the sanction¬ 
ing authority, the balance outstanding against each 
into a final withdrawal on his satisfying the conditions 
laid down in Regulations 16 and 17. 

NOTE 

(1) Method of computing the balance at credit for 
the purpose of applying the limitations in Regulation 
17(1) while permitting conversion of advance into 
withdrawal shall be as under : 

(i) For convtr ion of an advance into final 
withdrawal under Regulation 18 these 
Regulations, the balance for the purpose of 
Regulation 17(1) ibid, should be taken as 
the amount |subscriptions and interest thereon 
standing to the credit of the subscriber in 
account at the time of the conversion plus 
the outstanding amount of the advance. 

(hi) Under the Regulations, each withdrawal is 
to be treated as a separate one and hence 
the same principle would apply in the case 
of more than one conversion, i.e. in each 
case the limit under Regulation 17(1) would 
be applied taking into consideration the 
balance, 

(2) There should not be any objection to the 
conversion of -econd advance into final Withdrawal T 
the subscriber so desires, subject to the condition that 
the total amount so desired for conversion into final 
withdrawal should not exceed the limit nre-'cn'bed in 
Rceulu'ion -17. In such ca es where more than one 
Advance taken for ihc same purpose on different 
occasion ar c allowed to be converted into final with¬ 
drawal inclvidually and separately, the sanctioning 
authority while forwarding the application to the 
Accounts Officer, should indicate therein the total 
amount to be converted to date. 

19. Final withdrawal of accumulations in th< i-und : 

(0 When a subscriber quits the servie- he amount 
standing to his credit in the Fund shall become payable 
to him ; 

Provided, that a subscriber, who has been dismissed 
from the service and is subsequently reinstated in the 
sci vice shall if requited to do so by the Board, repay 
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any amount paid to him from the Fund in pursuance 
of this Regulation, with interest thereon at th c rate 
provided in Regulation 12 in the manner provided 
in the proviso to Regulation 20. The amount so repaid 
shall be credited to his account in the Fund. 

.Explanation I.—A subscriber, who is granted re¬ 
fused leave ibull be deemed to have quit the service 
from the date of compulsory retirement or on the 
expiry of an extension of service. 

Explanation II.—A subscriber, other than one who 
is appointed on contract or one who has retired from 
service and is subsequently reemployed, with or with¬ 
out a break in service, shall not be deemed to quit 
the icrviee when he is transferred without any break 
in service to a new post under any other Major Port 
Authority (in which he is governed by another set. of 
Provident Fund Regulations) and without retaining 
any connection with his former post. In such case, his 
subscriptions together with interest tberon shall be 
transferred to his recount in other Fund in accordance 
with the Rules of that Fund. The same shall hold 
good in cases of retrenchment followed by immediate 
employment whether under the Board or under any 
other Major Port Authority. 

Explanation'll I : When a subscriber, other than 
one who is appointed on contract or one who has 
retired from service and is subsequently reemployed, 
is transferred, without any break, to the service under 
a body corporate owmed or controlled by Government, 
or an autonomous organisation, registered under the 
Societies Registration Act, 1860, the amount of 
subscriptions together with interest thereon, shall not 
be paid tp him but shall be transferred w'ith the 
consent of that body, to his new Provident Fund 
account under that body. 

Transfers shall include cases of resignation from 
service in order to take up appointment under a 
body corporate owned or controlled by Government 
or an autonomous organisation, registered under the 
Societies Regulation Act ,1860, without any break 
and with proper permission of the Board. The time, 
taken to join the new post shall not be treated as a 
break in service if it docs not exceed the joining time 
admissible to an employee on transfer from one post 
to another: 

Provided that the amount of subscription together 
with interest thereon, of a subscriber opting for ser¬ 
vice under a Public Enterprise may, if he so desires, 
be transferred to his new provident Fund Account 
under the Enterprise if the concerned Enterprise also 
agrees to such a transfer. If, however, the subscriber 
docs not desire the transfer or the concerned Enter¬ 
prise does not operate a Provident Fund, the amount 
aforesaid shall be refunded to the subscriber. 

(2) No amount due to the Board by a subscriber 
shall be deducted from his accumulations 
in the G.P.F’. at the time of his retirement, 
or from undisbursed G.P.F. accumulations 
payable to a subscriber’s nominees in the 
even I of subscriber’s death in service or 
after retirement, as the case may be, even- 
though the consent of the subscriber or 
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nominee may have been obtained. In 
cases where the subscriber or nominee is 
willing to repay the amount due to Board, 
the best course is to treat the repayment as 
a second transaction. The whole of money 
should first be paid intact and without any 
compulsion. Thereafter, the payee may be 
called upon of make good the Board’s 
dues. 

(3) No portion of the money misappropriated by 

the employee can be made good from his 
G.P.F. money. 

(4) Final payment on dismissal to be made with¬ 

out reference to any appeal against dismis¬ 
sal. In case where the fact of appeal 
against dismissal comes to notice, 
payment need not be delayed if the subs¬ 
criber applies for it. This is subject to 
drawal of attention of the subscriber for 
repayment of the amount with interest as 
contained in proviso under sub-regulation 

(1) of Regulation 19. 

20. Retirement of Subscriber :—When a subscri¬ 
ber :— 

(a) has proceeded on leave preparatory to retire¬ 

ment or if he is employed in Educational 
Institutions of the Board, on leave prepa¬ 
ratory to retirement combined with vaca¬ 
tion, or 

(b) While on leave, has been permitted lo retire 
or been declared by a Competent Medical 
Authority to be unfit for further service. 

The amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
shall, upon application made by him in that behalf to 
the Accounts Officer, became payable to the subscri¬ 
ber : 

Provided that the subscriber, if he returns to 
duty shall accept where the Board decides 
otherwise, repay to the Fund for credit to 
his account, the amount paid to him from 
the Fund in pursuance of this Regulation 
with interest thereon at the rate provided in 
Regulation 12 in cash or securities or partly 
in cash and partly in securities, by instal¬ 
ments or otherwise, by recovery from his 
emoluments or otherwise, as may be direct¬ 
ed by the authority competent to sanction 
an advance for the grant of which, special 
reasons are required under sub-regulation 

(2) of Regulation 13. 

21. Procedure on death of subscriber :— 

On the death of a susberiber before the amount 
standing to his credit has become payable, or where 
the amount has become payable, before payment has 
been made : 

(i) When the subscriber leaves a family— 

(a) if a nomination made by the subscriber in 
accordance with the provisions of Regula- 
than 6 or of the corresponding rule hereto¬ 
fore in force in favour of a member or 
members of his family subsists, the arnovm 
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standing to his credit in the Fund or the 
part thereof to which the nomination relates 
shall become payable to his nominee or 
nominees in the proportion specified in the 
nomination ; 

(b) if no such nomination in favour of a member 
or members of a family, of the subscriber 
subsists,or if such nomination relates only 
to a part of the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund, the whole amount or the part 
thereof to which the nomination does not 
relate, as the case may be, shall, notwith¬ 
standing any nomination purporting to be in 
favour of any person or persons other than 
a member or members of his family, become 
payable to the members of his family in 
equal shares: 

Provided that no'share shall be payable 1o— 

(1) sons who have attained majority; 

(2) sons of a deceased son Who have attained 
majority; 

(3) married daughters whose husbands aie alive; 

(4) married daughters of a deceased son 
whose husbands are alive; 

If there is any member ol' the family other than 
those specified in clauses (1), (2), (3) and (4): 

Provided further that the widow or widows and 
the child or children of a deceased son shall receive 
between them in equal parts only the share which 
that son would have received if he had survived the 
subscriber and had been exempted from the provi¬ 
sions of clause (1) of the first proviso, 

(ii) when the subscriber leaves no family, if a 
nomination made by him in accordance 
with the provisions of Regulation 6 or of 
the corresponding regulation heretofore in 
force in favour of any person or persons 
subsists, the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund or the part thereof to which 
the nomination relates, shall become pay¬ 
able to his nominee or nominees in the 
proportion specified in the nomination. 

NOTE : 

1. Board’s dues not recoverable from final pay¬ 

ment of G.P.F. See. Sub-Regulation (2) 
of Regulation-19, 

2. Disburscmnet of General Provident Fund 

moneys to persons on beholf of minors— 

The payment of provident fund moneys to the 
extent of Rs. 5,000 (or the first Rs. 5,000 
where the amount payable exceeds 
Rs, 5,000) on behalf of the minor(s) can be 
made to his [their natural guardian or where 
no natural guardian exists to the person con¬ 
sidered fit by the Chairman Port Trust to 
receive payment on behalf of the minor(s) 
without requiring him to produce a guardi¬ 
anship crtiucate. The person receiving pay¬ 
ment on behalf of the minors should be 
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required to execute a boric! signed^ by the 
two sureties agreeing to indemnity Board 
against any subsequent claim. The balance 
in excess of Rs. 5,000, if any, would‘Fc 
paid in accordance with the normal regu¬ 
lations. 

3. In cases where the natural guardian is a Hindu 
Widow[Hindu Widower, the payment of 
Provident Fund moneys on behalf of hcr| 
his minor children can be made to her|him 
with the approval of the Chairman, Paradip 
Port Trust without production of guardian¬ 
ship certificate or any indemnity bond un¬ 
less there is any thing concrete to show that 
the interests of motherlfather are adverse to 
those of the minor children. 

4. Proforma for bond of indemnity for disburse¬ 
ment of Provident Fund money on behalf of 
minors—The indemnity bond may be exe¬ 
cuted on any durable plain paper and it 
should be in the Form-Ill appended to these 
Regulations. 

5. A subscriber’s posthumous child, if born, 
should be treated as a members of his family 
in the same way as surviving child, born 
before the subscriber’s death. If the 
existence (on ventre de sa mere) of a posthu¬ 
mous child is brought to the notice of the 
Disbursing Officer, the amount which will 
be due to the child in the event of its being 
bom alive should be retained & the balance 
distributed in the normal way. If the 
child is born alive, payment of the amount 
retained should be made as in the case of 
minor child; but if no child is born, or a 
child is still born, the amount retained 
should be distributed among the family in 
accordance with ordinary regulations. 

6. Under Hindu Law, a step-mother is not the 
natural guardian of her minor step-son and 
in this case an order of the Court would 
be necessary. 

7. If the identity of the legal representative can 
be established beyond doubt, paymtnt can 
be made with the approval of the Chairman 
to the legal representative, without the 
production of probate, letter of administra¬ 
tion or a succession certificate, as the case 
nray be. If there is any difficulty to esta¬ 
blish identity and in any case, when pro¬ 
bate, letters of administration or a succession 
certificate are not pruduced the case should 
be referred to the board whose decision 
would be final. 

22, Manner of payment of amount in the Fund.— 

(1) When tht amount standing to the credit of 
a subscriber in the Fund becomes payable, 
it shall be the duly of the Accounts Officer 
to mate payment on receipt of a written 
application in this behalf as provided in 
sub-regulation (3). 
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after the period covered by the last state¬ 
ment of the subscriber's account sent by 
the Account Officer, 

(iii) The Account Ojfficer shali, after verifica¬ 
tion with the ledger account, give concur¬ 
rence for the amount indicated in the 
application at least a month before the 
date of superannuation but payable on the 

rtnfp iif cnnemnnuatinn 
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(2) If the person to whom, under these regula¬ 
tions, any amount or policy, is to be paid, 
assigned or reassigned or delivered, is a lu¬ 
natic for whose estate a manager has been 
appointed in this behalf under the Indian 
Lunacy Act, 1912, the payment or reassign¬ 
ment or delivery shall be made to such 
manager and not to the lunatic : 

Provided that where no manager has been ap¬ 
pointed and the person to whom the sum is 
payable is certified by a Magistrate to be a 
lunatic, the payment shall under the orders 
of the Collector be made in terms of Sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 95 of the India 
Lunacy Act, 1912 to the person having 
charge of such lunatic and the Account 
Officer shall pay only the amount which he 
thinks fit to the person having charge of the 
lunatic and the surplus, if any, or such 
part thereof, as he thinks fit, shall be paid 
for the maintenance of such members of the 
lunatic’s farqiiy as are dependent on him for 
maintenance. 

(3) Payments of the amount withdrawn shall be 
within India only. The persons to whom 
the amounts are payable shall make their 
own arrangements to receive payment in 
India. The following procedure shall be 
adopted for claiming payment by a subs¬ 
criber, namely :— 

(i) To enable a subscriber to submit an appli¬ 

cation for withdrawal of the amount in the 
Fund, the Head of Office shall send to 
every subscriber necessary forms either 
one year in advance of the date cm which 
the subscriber attains the age of super¬ 
annuation, or before the date of his anti¬ 
cipated retirement, if earlier, with instruc¬ 
tions that they should be returned to him 
duly completed within a period of one 
month from the date of receipt of the 
forms by the subscriber. The subscriber 
shall submit the application to the Account 
Officer through the Head of Office or De¬ 
partment for payment of the amount in 
the Fund. The application shall be 
made—- 

(A) for the amount standing to his credit in 
the Fund as indicated in the Accounts 
Statement for the year ending one year 
prior to the date of his superannuation, 
or his anticipated date of retirement, or 

(B) for the amount indicated in his ledger 
account in case the Accounts Statement 
has not been received by the subscriber, 

(ii) The Head of Office|Department shall for¬ 

ward tile application to the Account Offi¬ 
cer indicating the recoveries effected 
against the advances which are still cur¬ 
rent and the number of instalments yet to 
be recovered and also indicate the with¬ 
drawals, if any, taken by the subscriber 


23. Procedure on transfer of atl employee from one 
Major Port to another :— 

If an employee who is subscriber to the fund is 
permanently transferred to a pensionable service in 
any other Major Port in which he is governed by rules 
simlar to these Regulations the amount of subscription, 
togtther with intcres thereof, sanding to his credit 
in the Kind on the date of ransfer shall be trans¬ 
ferred to the credit in the Fundi of such Major Port. 

24. Relaxation of the provisions of the regulations 
in individual cases ;— 

When the Board is satisfied that the operation of any 
of the regulations causes or is likely to cause undue 
hardship to a subscriber, the Board may, notwithstand¬ 
ing anything contained in these regulations deal with 
the case of such subscriber in such maimer as may 
appear to it to be just and equitable. 

NOTE ;—The payment of Provident Fund shall not 
be made to a subscriber before the proceeds on leave 
preparatory to retirement or actually, retires, even 
in rlaxation under Regulation 24. 

25. Number of account to be quoted at the time of 
the payment of subscription :—When paying a subscri¬ 
ption in India, either by deduction from emoluments 
or in cash, a subscriber shall quote the number of his 
account in the Fund which shall be communicated to 
him by the Account Officer. Any change in the 
number shall similarly be communicated to the subs¬ 
criber by the Account Officer. 

26. Annual statement of accounts to be supplied 
to subscriber :— 

(l ) As soon as possible after the close of each year, 
the Account Officer shall send to each subscriber a 
statement of his account in the Fund showing the open¬ 
ing balance as on the 1st April of the year, the total 
amount credited or debited during the year, the total 
amount of interest credited as on the 31st March of 
the year and the closing balance on that date. The 
Account Officer shall attach to the statement of ac¬ 
counts an enquiry whether the subscriber— 

(a) desires to make any alteration in any nomi¬ 
nation made under Regulation 6 or under 
the corresponding rule heretofore in force : 

(b) has acquired a family in cases where the sub¬ 

scriber has made no nomination in favour 
of a member of his family under the, proviso 
to sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 6. 

NOTE 

(1) On receipt of the Annual statements of ac¬ 
count from the Accounts Officer, the Heads 
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(of Offices) should distribute them promptly 
amongst the subscribers concerned and ob¬ 
tain their acceptance of balances. 

NOTE .— 

(2) [If any subscriber finds that the balance at 
his credit as shown in the annual account 
statement is less than what he has actually 
subscribed/withdrawn or is otherwise in¬ 
correct, he should immediately submit a 
representation to his Head of Office. While 
forwarding tiie representation to the Ac¬ 
counts Officer concerned, the Head of 
Office should record thereon a certificate 
indicating the monthwise details of the 
subscriptions recovered from the salary of 
the subscriber during the year, or with¬ 
drawals made together with the particulars 


of the bills in which the recoveries/with¬ 
drawals were made. 

NOTE : — 

(3) The Account Officer shall then immediately 
initiate action to locate the missing crtditsj 
debits and to adjust them in the subscri¬ 
ber’s account in accordance with the pro¬ 
cedures prescribed in this behalf by the 
Board and send necessary intimation to the 
Head of Office and the subscriber. 

27. Interpretation :— 

If any question arises, relating to the interpretation 
of these regulations, it shall be referred to the Board 
whose decision thereon shall be final.

Sub: Framing of “Paradip Port Employees (General Provident Fund) Regulations, 1989” 

At present Paradip Port has been following General Provident Fund (Central Services) Rules, 1960, by virtue of “Paradip Port 
Trust (Adoption of Rules) Regulations, 1967”. 

Government of India have issued instructions to all Major Port Trusts to frame their own rules/regulations covering all areas of 
service conditions of their employees, vide D.O. Letter No. PR-12025/5/88-PE-I dated 16/23/5/88 of Ministry of Surface Transports 
(Ports Wing) (ANNEXURE-I). 

In pursuance to the aforesaid guidelines draft General Provident Fund Regulations titled “Paradip Port Employees (General) 
Provident Fund) Regulations 1989” (ANNEXURE-II) have now been framed and are placed before the Board of Trustees for their 
consideration and approval, as required under section 28 of MPT Act read with section 124 of the MPT Act. These regulations 
can become effective with the approval of the Ministry of Surface Transport, Government of India.

Dear Shri Mishra, 

Kindly refer to the enclosed circular No. I-14/1/88-0&M dated 2-2-88. Major Port Trusts are governed by a statute of parliament 
viz. Major Port Trusts Act, 1963. Section 28 thereof empower them to frame regulations for regulating appointment and conditions 
of service of their employees. The Port Trusts have indeed framed regulations under this provisions but still all subjects have not been 
covered. We have vide our letter No. PR-12025/3/88-PE-I dated 1-2-88 circulated the extracts from the reports of committee on 
subordinate legislation and stressed that principal regulations should be prepared on all subjects mentioned in Section 28 of the Act. 
Attention is also invited to our letter dated 25-2-76 stressing the need for framing regulations independent by Ports on the subjects on 
which the Port Trusts have adopted Government Rules/Orders. It must also be ensured that when Government Rules/Orders have 
been adopted necessary amendments in the nomenclature must be effected on otherwise it would lead to avoidable legal complications. 

2. I shall be grateful if you could kindly review the existing regulations and take urgent steps for updating them as well as new 
regulations wherever necessary. Action proposed to be taken may be intimated in the proforma prescribed in the enclosed circular.
